CAMERON WALTER is Associate Dean 
and Co-ordinator of Performance at 
the University of Toronto, Faculty of 
Music. He teaches music education 
courses in the area of instrumental 
pedagogy and conducts the Concert 
Band and Brass Band. He has per- 
formed and recorded with the Cana- 
dian Opera Company and the Na- 
tional Ballet Orchestra, Tafelmusik, 
the Kitchener-Waterloo Symphony 
and the Hannaford Street Silver Band.
